tention of the State Department, 

Mr McFall wrote: “The 
allogation contained in the edi- 
torlal is a most serious one in 
that St impugns the good faith of 
the government of Indin on one 
hand and suggests that the intent 
of the government and people 
of the United States is being 
disregarded on. the other,
